Disgraceful Tampering With the Lon-
Isiana Returns.

Since the droll adventure of “Honest
Juck Falstaff)” so divertingly represented
by tho great dramstist, thera has beeun no
escuputle quite so amusing in it wicked-
ness as the one reported in our columins,
resterduy, from Louisizna. The enor-
mous lies tuld by the fat old swiller of
sick as to the number of men in buck-
ram he so valiantly encountered, and his
secret backing of hit own sword to give
plausibility to his stury, did wot put him
to greater shame whon his nimblle fulse-
hoods were exposed by Prince Hzl and
Poina than must be felt by the Republi-
czns of Louisiana at the way they have

otten up this evidence about the Ku
lux in buckram whom they encounter-
ed at the polls. TFalstafs hackivg his
sword to give color Lo his unconscionnbls
lies and bis maguifyving the two men iu
backram with which the fut knave began
his tale to eleven before he got through,
was not more ridiculous than the “bull-
duzing” tules of the Louisisun Falstaff-
aud their fabrication of evidence 1o sup-
port them. There is this difference, how-
ever, thai the fat old sinver iu Shakess
peare was caught in a trap et by hLis
fun-loviug young compauvions, whercue
- the Louisiaua knaves who pretond to
have fought so many Ku Klux aod bull-
dozers have thewselves set the trapin
which they ure so ridiculously caught.

The problem: how the apple got into
the dumpling, or how the cacved wooden
image got ioto the mirrow-mouthed glass
bottle which enclosed it, cannot rival the
problem how a protest against an elec-
tion return, duted November 23, got into
a scaled letter whose .post-mark showed
that it was mailed Novewber 18. Que
diable allast il faire dans ceffe galeref
How the devil did the protest get into
the envelope seven days after the letter
was sealed and mailed and five hundred

miles from the place where the protest
was dated? There can be no doubt at
all how the thing was done, considering
that a little bot steam will soften the
gum of a sealed envelope, and that it can
Le opened and reclosed a3 easily as an
apple can be putinto a dumpling. The
date of the protest shows that it was
surreptitiously prepared aud enclosed in
New Orleans.

In this exquisite Falstaffian pecform-
ance our noted fellow-townsman, Mr. E,
W. Stoughton, supplies the quick turns
and nimble excuses by which a vain at-
tempt is made to parry exposure. But
Mr. Stoughton’s readiness of wit cannot
help the thing through. When tho
members of the returniug board were
abashed and nonplussed the prompt Mr.
Stoughton suggested that it was a “cleri-
cal error.” o doubt it was; but where
and by whom was the clerical error com-
mitted? Mr. Stoughton is also seid to
have suggested that the protest was pre-
pared and sigued in De Soto ou the25th,
t1e day the return was opened. But
Falstaff was never wmore promptly refuted
than Mr. Stoughton was by Mr, Cavenac,
who told him that “De Soto is five hun-
dred miles from New Orleans,” showing
that Mr. Stoughton is not -very strong in
the geography of Louisiana, “A clerical
error’’ no doubt it was, but a clerical
error perpetrated by the forger of the
Slrntaut., who in the haste with which he

id his clandestine work unwittingly put
the stamp of fraud upon it by giving the
date when it was written, instead of
dating it back to correspond with the
document it accompanied. Such a cleri-
cal error would not have been committed

-in De Soto seven days previous, but it
was the most natural thing in the world
in New Orleans where the fraud was per-
petrated in haste and the unconscious
writer put down the actual date of the
month.

Senator Sherman is to be commended
for his honest expression of opinion that
the protest was smuggled into the envel-
ope in New Orleans. *“He suid. that
there could be uo question but what the
returns had been tampered with aud
opened here. The evidence was couclu-
sive thut the supervisor or some one else
had opeved them and placed in the
package the affidavits.” But, after this
bonest avowal, we are puzzled to con-
ceive how Senator Shermau could have
added that he “doubted if it was dune
with criminal intent” How such a
fraud could have been done with an hon-
est intent passes comprebension. It is
the duty of all the Republicans present
from otherStates to denounce such frauds
and warn the perpetrators that they will
ruin the party if they do not make an
honest count of the votes, If they elect
a President by such knavery they will
soon reslize the truth of a very old
maxim, that “the trinmph of the wicked
;l?short.”—l\rm York Herald, November

EXPERIMENT WITH DYNAMITE—Aun
account appears in the Loundon papers of
some remarkably successful experimeuts
with dynamite, In the first test, a three
buudred pound block of iron, on being
raised to a height of twenty-four feet,
was allowed to fall on & wooden box con-
taining fifty pounds of packed dynamite;
as the result the box was smashed, and
although several of the cartridges were
compressed and burst, no explusion en-
sued. With a view of showing the io-
tense local action of the explosive ten
pounds weight was placed at a distance
of nine feet from a temporary wooden
fence, and after the explosion it was
found that fully one-half of the spars had
escaped damage, whereas it appears in-
evitable that, had an equal quantity of
Ennpowder been fired, the paling would

ave been entirely destroyed. Ign order
to prove the effective use of dynamite a3
a fog-signal at sea, experiments of a dif-
ferent kind were made. It could be fired
from a spar without the slightest danger
either to the spar or to those on deck—as
was shown by twe cartridges being placed
at the end of a fishing-rod, which re-
mained intact—or the same effect would
follow if the cartridge were attached to a
small piece of wood and thrown into the
wuter. In another experiment, a car-
tridge was sent to the bottom of a pond,
the explosion sending the spray in u col-
amn forty feet high. With a view to
test the effect of an explosion of gun-
powpowder or a box of dynamite, twenty-
five pounds of powder were placed in a
hollow closely covered by a large half-
inch plate of iron, on the top of which
was laid a plate cuataining ten poundsof
dynamite. On firing the charge, 1t was
found that the plateghnd been thrown a
distance of nine feet, and had smashed
the box, without any explosion of the
dyuamite having taken place, notwith-
standing Lhe force of the shock to which
it was thus subjected.

“Up SaLtT RIVER."”—An exchsuge
gives the following as the origin of the
expression “Up Salt River:” David
Crocke't, the fumnous Keuntucky Congress-
man, while a Whig candidate, wae chal-
lenged by his Democratic oppounent to
meet him on the stump in juint discus-
sion. Crockelt accepted, and the duy
and place were ﬁxeg, but Crockett did
not appear, aud tbe people thiuking him
alraid to do so, rallied for his oppouent
aud elected him. It afterwards turned
out that Crockett, who bad sturted for
the place in acauve propelled by & negro,
had been lznded in the forest at the
head-waters of Salt River, by his treach-
erons guide, who then swiftly paddled off
down the stream. Crocketl was too good
4 hunter to starve in the wilderness, but
he was totally unable to reach the ap-
pointed Elac’e in time, and Fite it up,
and with it his chance of election.
Hence the phrase, “Up Salt River"—
meaning that party is hopelessly defeated.
Crockett, however, was more lucky two
ears afterwerds; being elected by a
Enndaome majority.

The Augusta and Hariwell Railrond
The interest which the proposition to

build a railroad from Augusta to Hart- |

well bas excited in the popular mind
must have attracted the attention of the
most casual observer. The feeling in
favor of the road is deepor and more posi-
tive now thsn it was in 1870, because the
people see mors cleurly the necessity
which demands its ecurly construction.
This is true as to our citizens and our
countrymen resuding in the counties
which we would have put in more direct
communicatinn with this—their natural
market. To undertake the Luilding of
the proposed road at this time, when
every industry is depreased and men are
anxious for the future, does seem, at first
glance, extremely unwise. But there
are considerativas which determine this
1o be the oppertunc moment for the in-
suguration of the work. Fromn Aupusta
to Walhalla, tho opinion seems to bo al-
most unapimous that we cannot longer
afford to delay; that the work shonld be
commenced at once. Wo venture fo
speak of this question because of the in-

terest wo feel in the future of Augusta,.

und because wo are persuaded that we
cannot neglect pushing this enterprise to
u speedy completion without materially
dameging ourseives. There it not a man
white or colure!, merchant ur mechanie,
or ordinary libover in Augusta, who is
not vitally intesested ie the early cou-
struction of the Auguste and Hartwell
Road and of the completion of a greut
through line to Ciucivouti, vie Ralun
Gap and Knoxvillo, This feeling is
rapidly discovering'itself in our commu-
nity. We believe we shall soon see a
more lively manifestation of the same.

Recently, we have heard inguiries
touching “the nature of the country
through which the road is to run. The
five éuargiu and threc South Carolina
connties which will come within the im-
mediate influence of the road are rich in
nature’s best ﬁil'ts. The people are in-
telligeut, thrifty and prosperous. They
are, for the most part, farmers—farmers
in the best sense of that term. In 1870,
Columbia is reported to have made 8,699
bushels of wheat, 121,160 bushels of corn,
11,864 bushels of oats, 7,434 bales of cot-
ton, 15,092 bushels of sweet potatoes and
46,311 pounds of butter; Elbert, 22,736
hushels of wheat, 140,434 bushels of corn,
13,268 bushels of oats, 3.035 bales of cot-
ton, 9,961 bushels of sweet potatoes and
71,364 puunds of butter; Franklin, 18,-
863 bushels of whezt, 173,007 bushels of
corn, 14,151 bushels of oats, 637 bales of
colton, 12,335 bushels of sweet potatoes,
and 60,447 pounds of butter; Hart, 18,-
376 bushels of wheat, 112,656 bushels of
corn, 11,566 bushels of oats, 1,320 bales
of cutlun, 12,168 bushels of sweet pota-
toes, and 41,025 pounds of butter; Lin-
coln, 10,118 bushels of wheat, 75,506
bushels of corn, 21,275 bushels of oats,
2,587 bales of cotton, 7,918 bushels of
sweet potatnes, and 27,330 pounds of but-
ter; Abbeville, 64,092 bushels of wheat,
315,399 bushels of corn, 56,512 bushels of
oats, 13,924 bales of cotton, and 10,995
bushels of swee: potatoes; Anderson, 77,-
169 bushels of wgcst, 409,688 bushels of
corn, 34,213 bushels of oats, 5,274 bales
of cotton, and 13,225 bushels of sweet po-
tatoes; Oconee, 10,533 bushels of wheat,
138,903 bushels of corn, 5,903 bushels of
oats, 810 (this year nearer 3,000) bales of
cotton, and 8,950 bushels of sweet pota-
toes, aggregating 281,191 bushels of
wheat, 1,477,853 corn, 168,762 oats, 85,-
021, say 50,000 bales of cotton, and 90,-
634 bushels of sweet potatoes. And the
five Georgia counties 246,477 pounds of
butter. The eight counties mentioned
had at least 36,000 sheep and 66,000
swine the year referred to.” Our belief is
that these figures fall about twenty per
cent. below the actual ones. They teli
us of a3 few “golden footed sheep,” but
they do not embrace the fresh eggs, the
spring chickens, the quacking ducks, the
noisy guinea fowls, and the Christmss
turkeys with which that whole region of
country abounds. Bat, incomplete as it
ig, the exhibitis a gnoti one, and worthy
of being noted. Augusta once bad the
trade of ull the counties named, and
others which we wmuy denominate sub-
tributary. She must have it.again. To
secure it will dewund great energy and
romptness on the part of her citizens.
ghall we oxhibit these ?—Augusta Chron-
icle and Sentinel.

Will the honest, con-
servalive, well-meaning citizens of
Missouri stand by without a murmur,
as the sovereignty of a sister State is
thrust through and through with Federal
bayonets? \ill New Yorkand Indians,
will Massachusetts and Ohio, look on
with unconcern at shis stupendous out-
rage? We have been told that a great
crisis is at hand, that & formidable peril
threatens the country, that the people
must present a solid front to the danger
tbat threatens the obliteration of their
common heritage; then why do the
Lesitate at the guty which every consid-
eration of patriotism inspires, and every
instinct of' self-preservation suggests?
The fate that hangs over South Carolina
to-day may swoop down upon Connecti
cut to-morrow and upon Kentucky the
next duy; and there is no telling how
soou the sume abyss of ruin may not
swallow up the entire fabric of our liber-
ties. Let then the voice of all who yet
boast of being a free people be heard in
unison with tha last despairing implora-
tion of the old Palmetto Stute. The sen-
timent of the broad and populous North
should be voiced at once in pablic nssem-
blages from city to city, from hamlet to
hamlet, from river to river and irom sen
to sca, until the desputs in autbority wt
Washivgton and their winiong ali over
ihe lenﬁ, win are now trifling with the
Lenor aud sapping away the life-blood
of Carolina, zre made to tremble at the
demonstration, and cower at the certainty
ol their cuming retribution.—8t. Lowis
Tiines.

ash, alum, oue drachm euch, mix and
pulverize, put into & tescup, which half
fill up with boiling hot water; stir well
and then fill up with good vinegar., Use
every half Lour, oue, two and four hours
as recovery progresies, The patient may
swallow a small amount each time. Ap-
ply an ouuce each of spirits of turpen-
tine, sweet vil and szua ammonia, mixed,
to the throat and to the breast bone every
four hours, keeping flannel to the part.
A prominent New York physician says
that in a thousand cases where this rem-
edy was employed not asingls patlient
was lost.

THE YALUE OF AN QATH.

LY JUDGE CLARE,

It was an unpopular case to defend,
The charge against my client was oue of
shocking atrocity, the murder of his own
child. The pupular verdict bad already
condemned him, and there was bul little
doubt but that of the jury would go the
same way.

Arthur Berkley, the prisoner, bad mar-
ried Edith Granger, a wenlthy heiress,
whose futher bad died, leaving her his
whole fortune, to the exclusion of a
profligate son whow he had disivherited
and driven from his bome.

Mrs. Berkley died within a year afier
the wmarriage, leaving an infant o few
weeks old, a feeble iittle creature, re-

uiring constaut and assiduous cure.

ndeed, Dr, Baldwin almost took ap his
quurters in the house, often passing the
nigiit there, that he wight be at hand in
case of need.

One of these nights, the doctor, as he
afterwards stated in his evidence, ufter
retiring to bed, feeling solicitous about
his charge, got up and stole suftly to the
vursery to see that everything wus right,

He found tho door ajar nud adiw hght
burning within.

As he advanced, be distiuctly suw Ar-
thur Berkley stunding by the table, hold-
ing to the ¢hild’s mouth the buttle frum
which it was accustomed to receive its
food. At the svund of the ductor’s foot-
steps, e quickly put down the bottle,
and stealthily léft the apartment by «
side entrance.

Not a little surprised at these move-
ments the doctor approached and luid
his band on the child’s face, which he
found in violent convulsions, which were
followed in a few seconds by the stillness
of death,

A post mortem examination, and analy-
sis ot the contents of the stomach, placed
it beyond a doubt that prussic a.id had
been admivistered. And an examina-
tion of the bottle that Berkley had left
by it proved that the milk in it contained
a large quantity of the same dendly poi-
S01. .

On this evidence Berkley was arrested
and indicted for murder; and there was
not a diesenting voice #s o his guilt.
An iocentive to the crime was fouud in
the fuct that as heir to his child, he would
inberit the fortune which bad descended
to the latter tbrough tle death of its
mother., No wounder a deed so mon-
strous, actuated by motives so mercenary,
should excite the deepest indignation,

Berkley’s previous character had been
good. He l'l)lld always appeared gentle
and kind ; uad been a devoted husband ;
and, during the brief period of its life,
had sbhown the tenderest attachment to
his child.

In my conference with him, he seemed
overwhelmed with grief, but strenuously
denied all imputations of guilt, asserting
that he had not gone to the nursery that
oight until called by the alarm of the
child’s death.

Of course, his staiement, in the fuce of
the proofs so damaging, weighed but lit-
tle. I had no confidence in them myself.
Still, it was a professional duty to see
that & man on trial for Lis life, who had
entrusted wme with his cause, had every
right the law accorded him, This duty
perforined, my couscience would be clear,
whatever the result.

It would be tedious to dwell on the| 4

steps preceding the trinl. I interposed
no obstacles iu its coming on speedily.
My aim was not to thwart the ends of
justice, but to see it fairly meted out.

Dr. Baldwin was the first and chief
witness, He told his story clearly and
methodically ; and it was easy to see it
carried conviction to the jury. My rigid
cru-s-examination only served to bring
out his evidence with more distinctness
of detail. I elicited the fuct, for instance,
that the child’s nurse lay in the same
room ; that she was asleep when the doc-
tor entered, aud that it was to her he first
announced the child’s deatb. I also ex-
aniined fully as to' the prisoner’s acts at
the time the alarm wus given, en-
deavoring to show that he came from
the direction of bis own chamber, ap-
pearing to have been just aroused from
sleep. But I wade nothing of this, the
witness stating that his agitation had dis-
tracted his attention from these points.

The doctor had only recently settled
awong us, but his conduct had been so
exetrg:lary that lbe bad made many
friends. He bad especially won the con-
fidenca of the prisoner. I interrogated
him as to his past career, but brought out
nothing to his discredit.

The evidence of the chewnist who made
the analysis was next put in, and the
State’s attorney *rested.”

“I bave brought the nurse here,” he
said ; “but as she was asleep when the
prisoner entered, her evidence is unim-
portant. I thought it my duty to bhave
ber bere, however, to afford the other
side an opportunity to call her if they
desire.”

Nothing could render the prisoner’s
case more hopeless than it was already,
while something might come out to his
advaniage.

“T will call the witness,” I said.

She was a middle-aged woman, of not
unprepossessing appearance. Her agita-
tion was visible; and I noticed that, in
taking the oath, she laid her band beside
the book and not upon it.

“I ask that the witness be sworn with
her bhand on the bouk,” I said, calling at-
tention to the omission.

The judge so ordered; and the witness’
haud shook violently as she reluctantly
obeyed the direction, and the oath wus
re-administered.

After a few treliminury questions as
to the hour of her retiring, her falling
asleep, &c, -

George Granger, afiss Dr. Baldwin,
would have left the court-room, but an
officer was ordered to detain him; and
when his disguise was removed, though
he had been absent many years, there
were many present who could testify to
his identity.

accupied by bLis false accuser,— New York
Ledger.

 Immigration.

The number of immigranta this year
will probably be leas than that of last
year, when the statistics give returns of
84,560, Only 62,550 fur 1875 have thus
far reached our shores, and it i3 thought
the total number will not execed 70,000.
This is vot so large a decrease as wus
noliceable in 1875, for in 1874 the num-
ber of immigrants was 140,041, The
“hard times" are supposed to have dis-
couraged emigration to a great extent.
Not ouly has the general distress here
been reported all over Europe, but the
bu=iness depression is not unknown in
all of those countries from which hun-
dreds of reupie have annually emigrated
to our shores. The poor prospects of
getting a living here and their innbility
to get lugether sullicient means to truns-
port them, haveoperated to keep foreign-
ers, intending to settle in this country,
at home. In the tubles of emigration
statistics, it appears that Germany now
sends the largest number of emigtrmlbt to
the United States, [reland next, England,
Scotland, Italy, Russia, Austria, Sweden,
Norway, Frunce and Denmark next in
order.

The Times says it ia estimated that
about one-third of the emigrants remain
in the city of New York and vicinity.
No greater mistake could they make than
to jump into the hopeless existence ex-
emplified by the hungry, destitute popu-
lation represented by the poorest wards
of the metrapolis and other cities. Eu-
rope is thickly speckled with erowded
centres, and, ns most of the immigrants
come from them, they cannot lorego the
excitement and congenial ways of city
life bere. Their voeatious are chiefly of
co-operative character, which is another
inducement for them to rettle in cities
and manufacturing towns. But, as a
rule, those who have cast their fortunes
in the country, taken to farming and
other rural pursuits, have on the whole,
dene better than their brethren who are
kept poor by the fierce competition of the
ernwded pavement,

BeTTING 0N ELECTION.—The amount
of money bet on the result of the late
Presidentinl election ia astonishing. At
only one of the half dozen pool-rooms in
New York, that of John Morrissey, the
proprietor deposited $2,500,000 with a
trust company, and still beld in his own
safe $1,255,000. When the bets relating
to the known successful candidates were
paid, over $2,000,000 were held to await
the result on the Presidential ticket. Xll
over the country the excitement ran high
aud mozey was bet with a lavishoess and
prodigality that scarcely betokened hard
times, The actual amount of money
huzarded on the election in the United
States must lLave been immense. No
figures can of course be given with any
egree of accuracy, but, from the case
cited above one can judge to sume degree
the extent to which the demoralizing
practice of betting waa carried and the
fortunes that changed hands on that one
day. Anexchange, speaking of the mat-
ter, 8ays:

Betting men would pursue their busi-
ness even to wagers on the day of judg-
ment, if the event were not to be of a
churacter preluding payment. They are
too fond of their fun to mind the law,
and the law is apparently too busy to
mind them,
